For the past several years our income from these sources has not been adequate to 
support our charity and, rather than further deplete our endowment fund which would 
further reduce our income, the idea of a 100 Million Dollar Club was started to support our 
philanthropy.

t’s not your typical classroom — the 

kind most kids are familiar with. 

There aren’t rows of desks in the 

room. The students don’t wear uni- 
forms as they do in some schools. They 
don’t even all reside in the same com- 
munity. 

But the students all do have some- 
thing in common. They are all patients 
at a Shriners Hospital for Crippled 
Children and are all busy doing their 
various class assignments — reading, 
writing, arithmetic, and more.

In 
all, 17 children filled the room, 
quiet except for the whispered 
tones of the kids who were 
reading to themselves. 

Between September and 
June, patients of Shriners 
Hospitals bring their assign- 
ments with them so they can 
continue their education to 
keep pace with their peers 
back home. This is just one 
more example of the family- 
centered care philosophy that 
Shriners Hospitals stress — 
while medicine might heal the 
child’s body, tending to the 
child’s mind and spirit are 
equally important in the heal- 
ing process. As such, many of 
the local school districts where 
Shriners Hospitals are located 
provide certified teachers for 
their patients. 

Shriners Hospitals’ school 
program at the Greenville 
(South Carolina) Unit is under 
the tutelage of Coordinator 
Frank Sutherland, who has 
more than 32 years’ experi- 
ence as both a teacher and ele- 


mentary school principal in the Greenville 


County School District. 


“Teachers of children in hospitals must 
cope with constant change,” he noted. “I 
looked back through my records last year 
and found there was only one day where we

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didn’t have admissions or discharges. 
We've been averaging about 30 students 
a day here, but we’ve had as high as 38 
a day,” he explained. 

For Sutherland and the several teach- 
ers at the unit, the rewards are in seeing 
the students achieve goals they would 
not have attained without a hospital 
school, “The rewards are there every 
minute of the day,” he commented. 

At the Spokane (Washington) Unit, 
its school program has been in existence 
for nearly 70 years. Over the past five 
years, nearly 2,500 patients have 
received schooling there. 

The two teachers assigned to the unit 
by Spokane School District 
#81 are Venny Sullivan and 
Steve Kovac, both of whom 
have earned their master’s 
degrees and have a combined 
46 years’ teaching experience. 
Sullivan teaches kindergarten 
through sixth grade; Kovac, 
seventh grade through senior 
year high school. In addition, 
both have special education 
teaching backgrounds. 

“Most of the time, our 
patients are anxious to get to 
the classroom, because they 
say their schoolwork and com- 
._. puter assignments help keep 
their minds off their medical 
concerns,” Sullivan said. 

Kovac emphasized that 
“because of our school district’s 
SCAN line (a special telephone 
hookup with the schools), we 
can keep in close contact with 
our patients’ classroom teach- 
ers. It allows us to ask them 
questions we may have about 
our students, talk about their 
progress, and discuss specific 
work assignments. It’s really a 
valuable tool for us.” 

Noting there is no boredom 
in a Shriners Hospital class- 
room, Sullivan said, “Steve 
and I greatly appreciate the 
support we receive from the 
Shriners in our endeavor to 
provide the best educational 
experience possible for our 
patients.” 

At one of the Shriners Hos- 


pitals, a teacher explained that she tries to 
make her students understand that learning 
can be fun. “Class time,” she said, “is pre- 
cious. So is life, and these youngsters try to 
make the most of it, even in the hospital.”

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delegates at our meeting. At that time pledges 
were made to complete the purchasing of the 
wish list items. Sesostris pledged to purchase 
a snug seat. This is used to transport infants 
to and from the hospital. The cost $200.00 
This seat remains at the hospital. It does not 
go home with the child. 

A report from Labels Chairman, Dorothy 
Vetsch stating she received 263,730 labels in 
1991. These labels provided items for the 
Ambulatory, Occupational Therapy, Physical 
Therapy, School Room/Recreation and the 
Women’s General Auxiliary Departments at 
the Shriners Hospital. A goal for 1992 is 
300,000 labels. Save those Campbell's labels 
so we can achieve that goal.

Update from President Edythe Halper of 
the Women's General Auxiliary. The last 
three years serving as Chairperson of the 
Women's General Auxiliary have been the 
most gratifying of my life. It has been an 
honor working with the women dedicated to 
bringing comfort and a secure “home" 
atmosphere to the patients at our Twin Cities 
Unit of Shriners Hospital for Crippled 
Children. 

Watching our doctors, nurses and staff give 
completely of themselves to bring happiness 
to our handicapped children is a wondrous 
feeling. As | watch the progress these 
children have made during their treatment, 
my heart swells in gratitude knowing that we 
have contributed in some way to their 
accomplishments. Indeed, making the 
hospital a warm, comfortable home is truly a 
team effort. 

Our biggest and most exciting event was 
the presentation of over $1 million to build the 
Parent Accommodations Center. Having the 
parents stay so close is a source of great 
contentment for the children. Parents can 
visit their children at the hospital any time of 
day without worrying abouf transportation. 
Their gratitude knows no bounds. 

To Women's General Auxiliary has made a 
great contribution to the temples in reducing 
costs. When a patient's petition is signed, itis 
the temple’s responsibility to incur the costs 
involved for living expenses while the child is 
in the hospital. Our Parent Accommodation 
Center has cut these temple expenses to less 
than half. 

Sixty-seven auxiliaries from North and 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, lowa and Northern Michigan 
comprise the Women's General Auxiliary. 
Members dedicate long, hard hours to raise 
money for outstanding accomplishments. 
The Auxiliary has now undertaken two new

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ventures. We are happy to tell you about two 
large hospital projects designed to benefit 
the patients and their parents as well as to 
beautify the grounds. 

First is the development of an outdoor area 
for parents to relax in and enjoy. A patio will 
be constructed next to the north side of the 
Parent Accommodation Center. There will be 
permanent picnic tables with anchored 
umbrellas and benches. Plants, trees, bushes 
and brick walkways will enhance the area 
with an added dimension of night lighting. 
The cost will be approximately $32,000. 

{he second is an outdoor play area in the 
upper portion of the courtyard for all 
children, handicapped or not. Included will 
be swing sets, funnell ball, superwhirl (merry- 
go-round), seesaws, rocking horses, free 
standing and ground level sandboxes, pull- 
up arm exercisers, a play ship, splash tables, 
an adventure house, and a putting green or 
miniature golf area. The women’s efforts have 
raised $38,000 for this exciting playground. 

The Auxiliary also has ongoing monthly 
expenses. About $15,000 is set aside every 
month for the purchase of wheelchairs and 
their maintenance until the patientis 21 years 
old. In the past few months, we have also 
purchased a Wurlitzed piano for the hospital 
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lobby to the “tune” of $4,000. A $14,UUU 
Chevy 1992 station wagon was donated by 
the Auxiliary and is used for many hospital 


errands. : 
Every April the directors of the hospital 


departments present the Women's General 
Auxiliary with a Wish List, a listing of things 
that each department would like to have but 
were not approved in the hospital budget. 
The Auxiliary attempts to fulfiil all their 
wishes and their response is very generous. 
Don't ever let it be said that we women cannot 
doit. Give us the task and we will fulfill it. That 
is our mission as an Auxiliary. . .to provide 
pleasures for the patients at the Twin Cities 
Unit of Shriners Hospital.
